Then the Ho use sent back to the Appro priatio ns 
Co mmittee the $13.2 billio n Labo r and Health, Edu­ 
catio n and Welfare mo ney bills fo r clo ser scrutiny . At 
the same time, the Ho use Appro priatio ns Co mmittee, 
in a rare mo v e, rescinded a po rtio n o f the $1.38 bil­ 
lio n fo r the Department o f Interio r fo r re-ex aminatio n. 
These were ev idences o f co ng ressio nal determina­ 
tio n to curb federal spending in an effo rt to head o ff 
President J o hnso n’s pro po sal fo r a 10 per cent acro ss 
the iKx ux i inco me tax surcharg e. The Ho use Way s 
and Mo ans Co mmittee, thro ug h Chairman Wilbur I). 
Mills, had laid aside the tax pro po sal until the Presi­ 
dent and Co ng ress ag ree o n spending cuts. No w, o n 
the flo o r, the means to g et these cuts had lieg un. 
Chaimian Geo rg e H. Maho n, chairman o f the 
Ho use Af>pi*o priatio ns Co mmittee, turned unhappily 
to Rep. Mills and said, “ I am the man, Mr. Mills, who 
is suppo sed to be the leader in cutting the budg et. 
Ho w can I lead if I hav en’t g o t the tro o iks? I need 
to kno w if the eco no my driv e is skin deep o r bo ne 
deep.” 
So far as the Republicans and the So uthern co n- 
serv ativ es are co ncerned, the driv e is lx >ne deep. The 
lo ng er it is delay ed, the mo re the eco no my fo rces will 
g ro w, fo r Co ng ress wants no j>art o f a tax rise in an 
electio n y ear, and 196 8 is fast lo o ming ahead. 


Anti-Po v erty Shift 


Sev eral ’y ears and many billio ns o f do llars after 
the anti-po v erty war beg an, federal, state and lo cal 
o fficials are no t so sure they are eliminating the 
causes o f po v erty , o r what is mo re impo rtant, that 
they can do v ery much abo ut erasing po v erty o n their 
piv *sent tack. 
No t that any o ne in autho rity wo uld dare admit 
any thing o f the kind. Officialdo m will list a mass o f 
statistics to sho w ho w well they are do ing . But the 
rio ts o f last summer and their aftermaths—the v ast 
g ro wth o f the welfare ro lls in big cities, the hug e funds 
needed to meet welfare claims, the g ro w ing numbers 
o f unemplo y ed o n the streets o f the g hetto s—all co n­ 
firm that the po o r are no t being much reduced. 
A test pro g ram to stimulate the priv ate secto r 
to create jo bs fo r “ hard co re” unemplo y ed, anno unced 
by President J o hnso n, marks a sig nificant shift in the 
anti-poverty war. Senato r Ro bert F. Kennedy o f New 
York had liecn urg ing mo re priv ate inv o lv ement in 
the war o n po v erty and no w J o hnso n has put the idea 
to a test. 
Government assistance wo uld g o to business and 
industry willing to build o r ex pand in the g hetto , to 
remove any fear ab out risking capital in economically 
unattractive areas. The program would start in b ig 
cities. 
It would equalize the risk b y providing fed­ 
eral funds to train unskilled persons for the job s pri­ 
vate industry would create. 
To command the resjieet of b ig business, William 
P. Zisch, formerly president and no w v ice chairman 
ot !he b oard of Aerojet-General Co rpo ratio n, was 
named to head the new program. It 
will be his jo b 
to persuadt b usiness men to risk their sto ckho lders’ 
nionev in ventures that could 
bo susceptible to v an­ 
dalism. theft and noting. 
I his does not replace such continuing programs as 
the Job Corps. 
It supplements this and other anti- 
povorty programs. 
If successful, the tost 
wo uld b e 
expanded. By b ringing work to the ghetto and 
train­ 
ing job less for them, it goes to the heart of the prob ­ 
lem. It may finally point to the right way to reduce 
and in time eliminate poverty .

War Better Than 
Co mmunist Rule 


WASHINGTON — M a n y 
pastors in different churches 
throughout the United States 
have criti/ed American parti­ 
cipation in the Vietnam W ar, 
b ut what do churchmen who 
live in 
countries 
close 
to 
So utheast Asia say ab out it? 
A press association dispatch 
from Australia— whoso y oung 
men are fighting in Vietnam— 
re|Kirts that an Anglican arch­ 
b ishop, M. L. Loane of Sy d­ 
ney , in his presidential address 
on Monday to the Sy dney 
Diocesan 
Sy nod, 
warned 
against 
unconditional 
with­ 
drawal of the Allied forces 
from South Vietnam. He said 
it would leave the Viet Co ng 
as m asters of the area and 
would remove Communist in­ 
hib itions toward wider activi­ 
ties. He declared that the Al­ 
lied troo{>s should hold out 
until a negotiated |>oace set­ 
tlem ent can b e achieved. He 
states further that the South 
Vietnamese "may not like the 
war. or the Saigon ruler, or 
the 
foreign 
intervention 
hut they like the prospect of 
Communist 
domination 
still 
less.” 
This is a succinct statem ent 
of 
the 
fundamental 
issue. 
Many American critics have 
b rushed aside as an "illusion” 
the idea that the security of 
Southeast Asia is in danger of 
lx'ing impaired. The peoples 
of the area, however, who are 
confronted with the possib ility 
of a Communist takeover do 
not regard it as an "illusion” 


b ut as a realistic threat to 
their safety . 
President Johnson in a re­ 
cent 
speech 
took 
pains 
to 
quote the prime m inister of 
Australia, 
the 
president 
of 
Korea, the president of the 
Philippines, the prime min­ 
ister of 
New Zealand, 
the 
prim e m inister of Singapore, 
the prime minister of Malay sia 
and the foreign m inister of 
Thailand, who uniformly ex­ 
pressed their b elief that the 
fate of Southeast Asia will b e 
decided b y what happens in 
Vietnam. Mr. Johnson himself 
put it this way : 
"I cannot tell y ou tonight 
as y our President, with cer- 
tainity , 
that 
a 
Communist 
conquest 
of South Vietnam 
would b e followed b y a Com­ 
m unist conquest of Southeast 
Asia. But I do know there 
are North Vietnamese troops 
in Laos. I do know’ that there 
are North Vietnamese trained 
guerrillas tonight 
in north­ 
east Thailand. I do know that 
there 
arc 
Communist-sup­ 
ported 
guerrilla 
forces 
op­ 
erating in Burma. And a Com­ 
munist 
coup 
was 
b arely 
averted in Indonesia, the fifth 
largest nation in the world. 
Perhaps the b est summary 
of all ab out the Communist 
threat in Southeast Asia was 
given in 1959 b y President E i­ 
senhower. when he said: 
"Strategically , 
South Viet­ 
nam ’s capture b y the Com­ 
munists 
would 
b ring 
their 
power several hundred miles 
into a hitherto free region. The 
remaining countries in South­ 
east Asia would b e menaced 


b y a great flanking movement. 
The freedom of 12 million peo­ 
ple would b e lost immediately , 
and that of 150 million in adja­ 
cent lands would b e seriously 
endangered. The loss of South 
Vietnam would set in motion 
a 
crumb ling 
process 
that 
could, as it progressed, have 
grave consequences for us and 
for freedom .” 
Those 
who 
favor 
with­ 
drawal from Vietnam seem to 
think that the people of Sout- 
east Asia should b e left to 
struggle with their own prob ­ 
lems, no m atter what happens 
thereafter. Such ob servations 
are understandab le when they 
come from the lips of politi­ 
cians who think they will gain 
votes b ack home from the par­ 
ents 
of 
potential 
draftees. 
But it is surprising to find the 
same point of view expressed 
in sermons b y ministers who 
argue that American partici­ 
pation in the Vietnam war is 
unmoral. 
There are, however, plenty 
of pastors in the world who 
justify the necessity to use 
force in self defense b ecause 
it is directly related to the 
right of self preservation. An 
other religious principle also 
is involved—the 
moral 
and 
spiritual motivation for acts 
of unselfishness and altruism . 
Indeed, when a nation with no 
desire for territory or m aterial 
gain makes sacifices in order 
to 
protect 
a 
weak 
nation 
against 
the 
ravages of 
an 
aggressor government, it is 
an example of the highest 
form of service to mankind.

It’s difficult to imagine any 
location mere convenient than 
the International Amphithea­ 
tre on Chicago's South Side 
for those Black Power advo­ 
cates eager to demonstrate 
against the war and scream, 
"Hell no, we won’t go!” 
Chicago was selected b e­ 
cause of its convenient loca­ 
tion for the Lab or Day week­ 
end gathering of the National 
Conference for New Politics— 
"new left” which is strongly 
anti-Vietnam. 
It seems a safe b et that 
many who were 
there 
last 
Lab or Day will b e b ack in 
Chicago when the Democrats 
meet next Aug. 26. 
Many of this group are not 
well heeled 
financially 
and 
fewer could 
have 
b een 
ex­ 
pected 
had 
the 
Democrats 
picked Miami Beach or Hous­ 
ton —the other two main con­ 
tending cities—for their con­ 
vention. 
The choice was, of course, 
actually 
made 
b y Johnson. 
All the usual protocol was 
followed 
for 
an 
ostensib le 
choice b y a site selection com­ 
mittee. T hat is the way it is 
done. 


But when the main purpose 
of a party national convention 
is to renominate a President, 
his wishes are ascertained and 
followed. 
All the elements that en­ 
tered into Johnson's nod for 
Chicago 
are 
m atters 
of 
speculation. They have not 
b een disclosed. 
Some 
presumab ly 
were 
political. 
Florida has a 
Repub lican

pub licans are meeting Aug. 5 
in Miami Beach. 
Kirk was also active on b e­

Democratic 
meeting. 
Johnson hardly wanted to do 
any thing which might add to 
K irk’s lustre withm or out­ 
side the state. 
The Democrats in Texas 
have long had factional dif­ 
ferences. This could have en­ 
tered into a decision against 
Houston. 
On the political side. Illi­ 
nois has a Democratic gov-. 
ernor and Chicago a Demo­ 
cratic may or. 
Yet it is in 
the Midwest where there was 
a marked Repub lican resur- 
gency in 1966 and which cer­ 
tainly will b e a b attleground 
in 1968. 
It may b e. too, that one 
thought 
that 
entered

Johnson’s consideration is the 
contrast b etween the plush 
Miami Beach Gold Coast and 
the stocky ards area of Chi­ 
cago. 


Perhaps he expects some of 
this contrast to go across to 
the country in the news cov» 
erage of the two conventions.

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Three Nations Are Prime Targets of Assaults in U. N. 


UNITED 
NATIONS,

(AP) — In the debates of the 
United Nations, where invective 
is routine, three veteran mem­ 
bers 
have 
received 
s 
lion's 
•hare of the brickbats. 
Over the years. South Africa, 
Israel 
and Nationalist 
China 
have accumulated a host of ene­ 
mies that is impressive even by 
U.N. standards. A goodly por­ 
tion of each General Assembly 
and much of the Security Coun­ 
cil’s working time is divided be- 
tween assaults on the racial pol­ 


icies of South Africa and Is­ 
rael’s running battle with its 
Arab neighbors. 
When delegates are not hom­ 
ing in on these targets, they are 
apt to occupy themselves with 
the U.N. status of Nationalist 
China, a topic which crops up at 
the outset of the general debate 
each year and mounts in inten­ 
sity until the 
assembly votes 
whether to give Peking or Taip­ 
ei the Chinese seat. 
What force 
of circumstances has cast these 
three nations in the role of step­ 
child? 


On 
the surface, the three 
members have arrived at their 
position for unrelated reasons, 
but the underlying cause seems 
to be the same. 
Israel, South 
Africa and China have all in­ 
curred 
the 
enmity 
of 
their 
neighbors, largely because they 
have attained affluence in alien 
areas where thev are not want­ 
ed. 
Despite hundreds of debates 
aimed at solving the problem 
and millions of dollars poured 
into peacekeeping efforts, 
re­ 


sentment has mounted over Is­ 
rael's dctermination to carve 
out a slate on soil the Arabs 
claim is theirs. This conflict of 
interest has resulted in three 
wars climaxed by the bloody 
struggle 
of 
last 
June 
which 
wrecked the vaunted Arab war 
machine. 
South Africa has alienated it­ 
self from most of the world by 
following a policy of apartheid 
or race segregation that is gen­ 
erally abhorred. But the mere 
fact that the South Africans are 


maintaining a flourishing white 
government on a continent of 
awakening 
black 
nationalism 
has l>cen enough to bring down 
the wrath of other nations on 
the Dark Continent. 
Nationalist China 
undergoes 
tire ordeal each year of waiting 
in suspense while the Assembly 
ponders whether to let it keep 
the seat it has held since the 
United Nations was founded 
Holding fast in an area of the 
world dominated bv the influ­ 
ence of Peking, the Nationalists 
are 
shunned 
by 
their 
Asian 


ncighlxrrs who arc unwilling, or 
afraid, 
to 
have any dealings 
with such an outspoken foe of 
the Red giant, 
Israel, South Africa and Na­ 
tionalist China 
have 
little in 
common politically or culturally 
and often take opposing sides on 
U.N. issues. But years of isola­ 
tion have forced them into a 
similar existence. 
These campaigns of exclusion 
have caused the three stepchild­ 
ren some discomfort but little 
else 
South 
Africa carries on a 


flourishing world trade despite 
calls for a worldwide economic 
Ixiycott from the Africans and 
Communists 
Israel is thriving as a nation 
and the snubs it encounters at 
the United Nations have served 
only to intensify its own antipa­ 
thy for the United Nations in 
general. 
Nationalist China has not only 
made plain its determination to 
remain in the United Nations, it 
opposes any suggest of a tuo- 
China deal which would relegate 
it to a junior status.

Are A Step Closer to Reality 


District School Officials to Attend Association Meet in Syracuse 


The Del ware 
Hudson Canal 
Historical 
Society which 
has 
made great strides in its year 
and a half of existence has 
stepped up activities this fall. 
Long range plans came a lit­ 
tle closer to reality last night 
when canal society members, 
High Falls Fire Commissioners 
and 
legal 
advisors 
discussed 
transfer of canal property adja­ 
cent to the DePuy Tavern in 
High Falls. 
The site which includes five 
locks, loading basin, 
towpath 
bridge and turning basin, of the 
old 
canal, 
would 
figure 
in 
restoration plans of the society. 
The aim is to clean up the canal 
area 
and 
eventually 
restore 
portions of it as a memorial to 
lifeline of early Ulster economy. 
Through the efforts of the 
canal society and the interest 
of residents along the old water­ 
way, several sections have been 
cirivately 
preserved 
and 
en­ 
hanced. 
In keeping with the aim of 
the society to promote interest 


in the canal an extensive field 
trip to the Pennsylvania termi­ 
nus of the waterway is planned 
Oct. 29. 
M e m b e r s 
and 
interested 
friends may make the trip by 
bus from High Falls to Honos- 
dalc. Ph. , stopping at historic 
landmarks en route. 
"This is our first full-dress 
field trip," says Paul St urges, 
tour chairman, "and we felt it 
appropriate to re-trace the path 
of the old waterway, back to 
whore the coal was loaded in 
the days when the canal was 
king." 
In addition to Honesdak*. the 
tour will includes such historic 
sites as the Lackawaxen Nar­ 
rows at Hawley and the famous 
Roebling Bridge, first of all the 
*rreat susiiension bridges, built 
by the creator of the Brooklyn 
Bridge. "It’s a dramatic experi­ 
ence to clatter across the 1848 
structure in a 1967 vehicle," 
says St urges.

To all who it may concern— 
Please take notice that all base­ 
ball playing on Sunday in the 
Town of Rosendale will not be 
tolerated. 
In behalf of the 
committee, W. D. Chipp 
Shades of 1895, for that was 
when such a notice appeared in 
the Kingston Freeman.

"A justice has fined a man 
$100 for annoying an alderman 
by repeated requests for city 
employment. 
There ought to 
be a law in this state provid­ 
ing for punishment in similar 
cases. 
“It is cruel to permit coarse, 
rough men wearing overalls to 
disturb an alderman of delicate 
constitution and retiring in dis­ 
position.” 
Tile paper was equall> can­ 
did when it came to reporting 


accidents. 
After telling of a 
horse being run over by a bi­ 
cycle, it admonished, "Here­ 
after, when the young men go 
riding on bicycles, accompanied 
by horsemen, they will no doubt 
let the hors** take the lead.” 
The physical appearance of 
the newspaper* was of course 
different too. There were no 
pictures 
but 
drawings were 
sometimes used instead. Adver­ 
tisements dotted the front page 
and askoi readers to buy al­ 
most anything from a man’s 
suit for $3.85 to a set of false 
teeth for 50 cents. 
Yesterday’s headlines w ere 
more vividly descriptive than 
one might imagine 
"Gored By 
A Bull” and "Killed By Her

for their lengthiness such as 
(hold your breath) "Dreadful 
Catastrophe Wreck and Burn­ 
ing of Steamer.

At 
the same time, the House Appro|>riations Committee, 
in a rare move, rescinded a portion of the $1.38 bil­ 
lion for the Department of Interior for re-examination. 
These were evidences of congressional determina­ 
tion to curb federal spending in an effort to head off 
President Johnson’s profxisa] for a IO f>or cent across 
tile Ixia rd income tax surcharge. The House Ways 
and Means Committee, through Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, had laid aside the tax proposal until the Presi­ 
dent and Congress agree on spending cuts. Now, on 
tho floor, the means to get these cuts had l>egun. 
Chairman George ll. Mahon, chairman of the 
House A impropriations Committee, turned unhappily 
to Rep. Mills ami said, “ I am the man. Mr. Mills, who 
is sup()osod to be the leader in rutting the budget. 
How can I lead if I haven’t got the troofis? I need 
to know' if the economy drive is skin deep or bone 
deep.”

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Three Nations Are Prime Targets of Assaults in U. N. 


UNITED 
NATIONS. 
N Y . 
(AP) — In the debates of tile 
United Nations, where invective 
is routine, three veteran m em ­ 
bers 
have 
received 
a 
Von’* 
Share of the brickbats. 
Over the years. South Africa, 
Israel 
and N ationalist 
China 
have accum ulated a host of ene­ 
m ies that is im pressive even by 
U.N. standards. A goodly por 
tion of each G eneral Assembly 
and m uch of the Security Coun­ 
cil's working tim e is divided be­ 
tween assaults on the racial pol­ 


icies of South Africa and Is­ 
rael’s running battle with its 
Arab neighbors. 
When delegates are not hom­ 
ing in on these targets, they are 
apt to occupy them selves with 
the U.N. status of Nationalist 
China, a topic which crops up at 
the outset of the general debate 
each year and mounts in inten­ 
sity until the 
assem bly votes 
whether to give Peking or Taip­ 
ei the Chinese seat. 
What force 
of circum stances has cast these 
three nations in the role of step­ 
child? 


On 
the surface, 
the three 
m em bers have arrived at their 
position for unrelated reasons, 
but the underlying cause seem s 
to be the sam e. 
Israel, South 
Africa and China have all in­ 
curred 
the 
enm ity 
of 
their 
neighbors, largely because they 
have attained affluence in alien 
areas where they are not want­ 
ed. 
Despite hundi-eds of debates 
aim ed at solving the problem 
and millions of dollars poured 
into peacekeeping efforts, 
re ­ 


sentm ent has mounted over Is­ 
rael's determ ination to c a n e 
out a slate on soil the Arabs 
claim is theirs. This conflict of 
interest has resulted in three 
w ars clim axed by the 
bloody 
struggle 
of 
last ’ June 
which 
wrecked the vaunted Arab w ar 
m achine. 
South Africa has alienated it­ 
self from most of the world by 
following a policy of apartheid 
or race segregation that is gen­ 
erally abhorred. But the m ere 
fact that the South Africans are 


m aintaining a flourishing white 
governm ent on a continent of 
aw akening 
black 
nationalism 
has !>een enough to bring down 
the w rath of other nations on 
the Dark Continent. 
N ationalist O lina 
undergoes 
the ordeal each year of waiting 
in suspense while the Assembly 
ponders whether to let it keep 
the seat it has held since the 
United Nations was founded. 
Holding fast in an area of the 
world dom inated by the influ­ 
ence of Peking, the N ationalists 
are 
shunned 
by 
their 
Asian 


neighbors who are unwilling, or 
afraid, 
to 
have any dealings 
with such an outspoken foe of 
the Red giant.
